and The History of the Future. He has edited or co- 
edited books onPeter Porcupine in America: 
Pamphlets on Republicanism and Revolution; Ulster 
Presbyterians in the Atlantic World; The Orange Order 
in Canada; Irish Nationalism in Canada; and Irish and 
Scottish Encounters with Indigenous Peoples. 


Prof. Wilson's Thomas D’Arcy McGee, Volume 1: 
Passion, Reason, and Politics 1825-57 received the 
Raymond Klibansky Prize from the Canadian 
Federation for the Humanities and Social Sciences, 
and was co-winner of the James S. Donnelly prize 
given by the American Conference for Irish Studies.
